He said there was no trace of 


panic as the ship's company, men, 
women and one child, took to the 
lifeboats. He expressed special ad- j 
miration for the child, a fearless! 
four-year-old boy in the same life- 
boat with the women. 


'One lifeboat, containing 11 men, 


was picked up by the Brazilian res- 
cue ship Ozorio. There has been no 
word of three others, with 35 other 
persons.) 


"The first seven days we kept 


sight of the ether boats," the sur- 
vivor said. "We rowed and rowed. 
Heavy rains and the broiling sun 
punished us fiercely. The morning 
of the eighth day we could no longer 
see the others.

"Now we are happy again."

Michaux State Forest, discusses the 
care of the woodland in the nearby 
areas in the following communica- 
tion to The Gettysburg Times: 


"The Michaux State Forest con- 


tains approximately 55,600 acres of 
land located in Adams, Cumber- 
land and Franklin. Counties, and Is - 
open to the public for any legitimate 
use. To the populous In general, 
the recreational facilities rank fore- 
most with camping, tenting, bath- 
ing, hiking, etc., centering around 
Caledonia and Pine Grove Furnace 
but to those of us who live in and 
around the forest, the products de- 
rived from it play an important part 
in our mode of living. Through 
careful management and above all 
protection from fire the forests are 
now yielding and will continue to 
yield a crop of wood products. At 
the present time one sawmill is 
operating on the forest and sev- 
eral persons dealing in pulp and 
fuel wood. 


"The two parks located on the 


forest 
consume several 
hundred 


cords of wood each year for fuel 
in the small fireplaces. This wood « 
is being cut by the WPA and CCC 
with the Depar&ient of Forests and 
Waters offering for sale any sur- 
plus they might have from these 
operations or In the form of stand- 
ing trees which we term stumpage.

These Women

From square root to iambic pen- 


tameter is a long way—but Alice 
Duer Miller, New York author, has 
covered the distance with glory. 


As a college girl she "majored in 


math" and dreamed of being a 
mathematics professor. Today she 
is the author of that rare bird, a 
best selling poem "The White Cliffs" 
—of which more than 100,000 copies 
have already been sold. The work 
has been bought by the movies. 


Between the mathematical and 


poetic eras in Mrs. Miller's life lie 
years of productive writing, con- 
ducted in as business-like a manner 
as any mathematical calculation. 


Alice Duer was born In New York 


in 1874, made her debut with the 
daughters of other social register 
families in the days when they 
danced the lancers. Then she tired 
of the social whirl 
and 
entered 


Barnard College. 


She had been scribbling stories 


for years, but nothing had come of 
them. Now in the midst of her 
heavy 
schedule—for she whizzed 


through four years of college in 
three—she began to write again. 
Her stories sold and helped pay col- 
lege expenses. 


Before she could realife that 


mathematical professor dream, she 
married the handsome young Henry 
Wise Miller and accompanied him 
to Costa Rica, wliere she went to 
plant rubber. There she wrote her 
first book. 
After their return to 


New York and. the birth of their 
only son, Mrs. Miller went to work 
in earnest, encouraged and stim- 
ulated by her husband, who is now 
a New York stock broker. She lock- 
ed herself in a "secret office" in 
town and wrote daily from nine till 
one.

eluding "The Charm School," "Man- 
slaughter," "The Reluctant Duch-

"The White Cliffs" is the story of 


an American girl who marries an 
Englishman, loses him in the World 
War, and faces the prospect of los- 
ing her son in the present war. It 
balances English virtues against 
English faults and ends with the 
words "But in a world where Eng- 
land is finished and dead, I do not 
wish to live." Its success has inter- 
rupted the mathematical precision 
of Mrs. Miller's schedule, for it has 
brought a flood of letters and invi- 
tations to lecture.

Senate Passes General 
Appropriation Bill; 
House Week-Ends 


[By the Associated Press] 


Harrisburg, June 13—The state 


government found itself in the iron- 
ical position today of having $60,- 
000,000 in the bank—with House 
and Senate approval of authority to 
spend $188,000.000—yet unable to 
meet the Capitol payroll on this 
Friday the 13th. 


The Senate, heeding Governor 


James' appeal for action because 
"the Commonwealth must have 
cash immediately," passed the $188,- 
000,000 general appropriation bill, 
32 to 0, in a special midnight ses- 
sion. 


No House Action Until Monday 
The House refused to wait for the 


bill, however, and adjourned earlier 
until 8 p. m. next Monday. Until 
Speaker Elmer J. Kilroy signs the 
bill in the presence of the House it 
cannot, under the law, proceed to 
the Governor for his approval. 


The lack of authority to spend 


money — starting June 
1 — was 


brought about by disagreement be- 
tween the Democratic House and 
the Republican Senate over the 
Governor's $542,000,000 budget. 


Price Fixing by Oil Companies 
Meantime,- a bill to permit oil 


companies to fix retail prices on 
gasoline sold in pumps bearing their 
name or trademark was signed by 
Governor James. 


The measure, introduced by Reps. 


Matthew T. Knoble (R-Lackawan- 
na) and Harry P. Voldow (D-Phila.) 
was defeated once to the House but 
revived later and finally passed 
through both branches of the legis- 
lature. 


The bill permits of! companies to 


set gasoline prices in pumps bear- 
ing the "trademark, brand, or the 
name of the producer or owner of 
such commodities." 


"Governor James, in "an open let- 


ter to all Democrats," assailed the 
House failure to remain in session 
last night to relay the appropria- 
tion bill. 


"The principal victims will 


be state employes whose pay 
will be delayed several days," 
James said. There are 18,000 
state workers, most of them 
earning $20 weekly. The Gov- 
ernor also charged the House 
with being,. BEspoflbSibl&" for a , 
delay in distribution of subsidies 
to hospitals and other state- 
aided institutions. 


Senator Shapiro Replies 


To this. Senator Harry Shapiro 


(D-Phila), voiced a reply in the 
Senate after the appropriation bill 
passed last night. The" senator as- 
serted these payments were provid- 
ed for in the 1939-41 budget and 
should have been made before this. 
He added that the subsidies to 
come from the new budget are "not 
due yet." 


In the form it reaches the Gov- 


ernor, the general appropriation bill 
is approximately $13.000,000 higher 
than recommended when it was 
offered by the administration in the 
House. James asked the GOP sen- 
ate however, to approve it for the 
sake of speed, warning he intended 
to "cut" some of the amounts set 
up by the Democratic House. He 
has the authority to reduce an ap- 
propriation when he signs a bill, 
but may not increase one. 


Adjourned on Roll Call Vote 


Because of what James called the 


"urgency" of the situation, the Re- 
publican minority in the House 
fought against the adjournment 
motion when it was put. Instead of 
the usual acclamation, the House 
took a roll call and the majority's 
weight on. 91 to 53-

His Influence Upon 


Youth Was Wide- 


spread

Baden-Powell was 83 when he 


died. 
Dan Beard was 91. They 


shared a common outlook and pur- 
pose, won equal fame, authority 
and affection in boyish hearts. Yet 
each of them, Baden-Powell the 
soldier and Beard the illustrator, 
built the success of his organization 
upon a national 
tradition and 


shrewdly infused that tradition and 
its particular appeal into the move- 
ment in his country and thereby in- 
sured its popularity, strength and 
permanence. 


Dan Beard, coming to maturity 


in an America that no longer had 
a frontier and that had become a 
great industrial nation, kept alive 
the legends and impulses of an ear- 
lier period. He gave a new and sim- 
ple but powerful emphasis to those 
aspects of the genius of American 
history that still move youth—the 
dream of adventure, the interest in 
nature, the love of a hard prac- 
ticality united to a muscular ideal- 
ism. 


Something of-the old attractions 


of the Leatherstocking novels was 
wed to the same spirit which, on 
another level, had brought forth 
vocational training; Davy Crockett 
was mixed with David Thoreau and 
over it all presided a conception of 
the American boy that derived from 
Mark Twain and an Emersonian 
doctrine of self-reliance translated 
into terms of woodcraft, Indian lore, 
carpentry and so on. 


There is no doubt that Dan 


Beard's influence upon youth was 
potent and widespread. His writings 
and drawings and activities en- 
couraged millions of boys in dreams 
and doings that lay well beyond 
what was offered by an urban age 
of ready-made conveniences and 
entertainment. In the memory and 
the gratitude of those millions as 
w'ell as in the organization that he 
developed, he will continue to live.

CONGRESS ACTS 
ON THE PROPERTY 
SEIZURE BILL 


Will Agree On "Some 


Kind Of Bill" 


Shortly 


[By the Associated Press] 


Washington, June 13.—A sharply- 


divided House Military Committee 
took up the Senate's property sei- 
zure legislation today, but oppos- 
ing factions expected that agree- 
ment on "some kind of bill" would 
be reached before nightfall. 


Some committee members con- 


tended the revised proposal of Sen- 
ator Connolly (D-Texas) went too 
far. 
Others claimed that it had 


been "weakened" by amendments, 
before the Senate finally passed it 
by a 67-to-7 vote yesterday. 


While Chairman May 
(D-Ky) 


told reporters his committee would 
take the Senate measure and "pluck 
it here and pluck it there," Rep. 
Thoroason (D-Tex) an influential 
committee~member, predicted that 
whatever committee revisions are 
made the legislation in the final 
analysis would be "somewhat akin" 
to its present character. 


As passed by the Senate, the 


proposal would give the President 
statutory authority to take over de- 
fense plants or those capable of be- 
ing converted for,such operation if 
production was tied up or threat- 
ened by a strike, lockout, or any 
other cause. 


A limiting clause inserted by a 


two-vote margin would permit exer- 
cise of the power only where either 
management or labor failed to uti- 
lize existing mediation machinery, 
or where mediation had failed to 
settle a dispute. 


The amended Connally measure 


also carried policy declarations af- 
firming faith in the principles of 
collective 
bargaining, 
and con- 


demning defense strikes or lockouts 
where either side to a dispute re- 
fused, to mediate or accept media- 
tion rulings. 


The condemnatory amendment 


was sponsored by Senator Byrd 
(D-Va). 


The House committee had before 


it today not only the Connally pro- 
posal, but a measure by Rep. Har- 
ness (R-Ind), which it tentatively 
approved yesterday, authorizing the 
exercise of police powers in reopen- 
ing a struck plant, but saying noth- 
ing about federal seizure or opera- 
tion.

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Loss Of Hired Men Poses Problem In Agricultural Defense 


Statistics Show Work- 


ers Are Being Ab- 
sorbed Into Other 
Jobs; Mules Disap- 
pearing 


A recent issue of "Defense." the 


weekly publication of the Office for 
Emergency Management, contained 
the following article concerning two 
of the greatest problems facing ag- 
riculture under the 
defense pro- 


gram: 


"Two 
of the 
farm's 
traditional 


characters—the hired man and the 
horse or mule—are giving agricul- 
tural officials a new defense prob- 
lem by leaving the land at an ac- 
celerated rate. 


"The hired man, statistics fur- 


nished to the Office of Agricultural 
Defense Relations show, is being* 
absorbed into non-agricultural oc- 
cupations directly or indirectly af- 
fected by defense activities. Higher 
wages and shorter hours than on 
the farm account for the switch 
from agricultuse to industry. 


"Horses and mules have been dis- 


appearing from American farms for 
the~past 20 years. Farmers have 
been shifting from work animals to 
tractor power since shortly after the 
first World War. In 1940, there 
were only 14,937,000 horses and 
mules on farms in this country, 
compared with 25,742,000 head in 
1920. 
In the 5 years from 1935 to 


1940, the work animal population 
decreased by 1,746,000 head. 
Tractor and Plane Use Same Metals 


"The loss of animal power has 


been considered a natural develop- 
ment in the mechanization of the 
farm but it has made the farmer 
and the consumer more dependent 
than ever on tractors and tractor- 
operated equipment. That's where 
the new problem lies. 


"The same strategic metals that 


go into a plane or battleship are 
used to build a tractor or a combine. 
The farm machinery industry uses 
iron, steel, copper, chromium, nick- 
el, tin, aluminum, lead, and zinc. In 
relation to our total production, 
only a very small amount of these 
metals goes into farm machinery 
With the exception of iron and 
steel, less than 1 per cent of our 
total production Js normally used 
for tractors and farm implements. 
If that 1 per cent were not avail- 
able, however, the success of the re- 
cently launched 
food-for-defense 


program might be hampered, OADR 
officials believe. 


"Coincident with the difficulty of 


obtaining metals for tractors and 
farm machinery is the march of the 
hired man from the land to a fac- 
tory job. Farmers in virtually every 
important agricultural area in the 
country report the loss of key hired 
men. These men are the tractor 
drivers and the more reliable 
and 


industrious 
farm 
workers 
upon 


whom the farm operators depend. 
Usually, they have enough mechan- 
ical knowledge to make the normal, 
routine repairs necessary to keep 
farm equipment operating. 


Shortage of Repairmen 


"If parts are available, the sim- 


pler farm machinery can, if neces- 
sary, be kept operating almost in- 
definitely by farmers and their 
hired hands, although 
in 
many 


cases it is more economical to re- 
place obsolete machinery. On the 
other hand, a tractor is a precision- 
built machine, requiring special re- 
pair tools and clean handling. To

Harrisburg, June 13—An excep- 


tional plan for "inoculating" soil 
against the Japanese beetle soon wil 
be placed in operation in heavily- 
mfe&ted counties in the southeastern 
section of the state, the Department 
of Agriculture announced today. 


Developed in federal laboratories 


the new method is known as the 
"milky disease" treatment. It calls 
for treating infested soil with a 
substance composed principally ol 
ground Japanese beetle grubs thai 
have/been infected artificially with 
bacteria poisonous to the insects. 


Under the process, bacteria is in- 


jected into the intestines of live in- 
dividual Japanese beetle grubs, after 
which they are "put to sleep." 


The infected grubs are kept in 


development trays for eleven days 
after which they are washed anc 
then ground and mixed with talc 
This poisonous substance is dried 
and. in powdered form, placed in the 
beetle-infested soil. 


Seed Prices Higher 


John H. Light, secretary of the 


Department of Agriculture, said the 
"inoculation" treatment will not re- 
place any of the beetle-control work 
now carried on by the department 
but simply will supplement present 
measures. These include quarantines 
and inspections of agricultural prod- 
ucts brought into the state from 
neighboring farm/ areas.

Agriculture reported

BUSINESS DECLINES 


Pittsburgh, June 13 CAP)—A sharp 


decline in business activity in the 
Pittsburgh district last week was 
due, for the most part, to a "coun- 
ter-seasonal" decrease in bituminous 
coal production and a slump in new 
automobile registrations, the Uni- 
versity of Pittsburgh reported today.

Aeronautics Board Puts 


Crash Blame On Pilot 


Washington, June 13 (AP)—The 


Civil Aeronautics Board said today 
"failure" of the pilot to take "the 
proper degree of care" was the prob- 
able cause of the air transport crash 
near Atlanta, Ga., last February 28, 
vvhich resulted in the death of eight 
persons 


The board criticized the "failure 


of the captain in charge of the flight 
to exercise the proper degree of care 
by not checking his altimeters to de- 
termine whether both were correctly i 
set and properly functioning" before 
starting to land. 


Among the five passengers killed 


in the accident was Representative 
Byron fD-Md) Captain Eddie Rick- 
enbacker, president of Eastern Air 
Lines, -which owned the plane, was 
among the critically injured. 


The board said "a substantial con- | 


tributing factor to the accident was 
the absence of an established uni- 
form procedure on Eastern Air Lines 
by which both the captain and pflot 
are required to make a complete 
check of the controls'" and instru- 
ments during landing operations." 


James A. Perry was the captain 


in charge of the flight. Luther' E 
Thomas was the other pilot. Both 
pilots and the third crew member, 
Steward Clarence Moore, were killed.
